As I was sitting directly Iietween 
the ho rrible spo t and my co mpanio n 
he did no t see it, aud with a feeling o f

o ut ex citing his suspicio ns, to co ver 
it up with a po rtio n o f the leaves we 
had piled near tlie hearth. 
As we were dispatching the remains 
o f o ur dinner my co mpanio n, no t 
witho ut 
co nsiderable 
nervo usness, 
ho wever, and a white, scared face 
with lips th at scarcely pro no unced 
the wo rds abo ve a whisper, related to 
me in lull ho irible sto ry o f the drink- 
maddened man who in a mo ment o f 
frenzy had murdered his lo ving wife 
and inno cent little baby.

The wo rkmen put the pipe 
do wn al>o ut GfXifeet when suddenly an 
undergro und cavern was struck, the 
drill dro pping abo ut six feet, and a 
current oi air rushed up the p» |>e. 
Drilling ceased and the well was aban­ 
do ned, the six hundred feet o f pij*e 
remaining iu the gro und and giving a 
co nnectio n between the surface o f the 
earth and the estrange subterranean 
avit y a quarter o f a mile beneath.

15 a. m. till 10:15 p. m. a current o f air 
rudies o ut o f the pipe with a so und 
th at resembles the no ise o l the lo co - 
rno tive blo w ing o ff steam, and so lo ud 
tl at it can In* heard fo r fo rty o r fifty 
yard-. At 10:15 p. m. the o verflo w 
air ceases and a stro ng suctio n sets in, 
which lasts fo r the nex t twelve ho urs, 
this ebb and flo w co ntinuing day after 
day. and it has been o bserved by 
ho rsemen that whenever they get in 
the neighbo rho o d o f this well stro ng 
magnetic fo rces are felt andsparkeare 
given o ff if the ho rse’s mane is to uched. 
Recently a man fro m Sierra Blanca 
was.sittingclo seto the well, and o n tak­ 
ing o ut his po cket-knife fo und a nail 
which he had in his po cket clinging to 
the knife. He held the knife in the 
current o f the air and fo und the mag* 
netic pro jierty was greatly inc eased, i 
Several weeks ago Supt. Judy field his 
po cket-knife in the current o f air fo r 
fo ur minutes and the knife is still 
stro ngly magnetized fro m the effect, j 
The o utflo wing current o f air is be­ 
lieved to po ssess remarkable curative 
pro perties.

week the law is satisfied, and the legal 
publicatio n in such paper will be go o d.’

says there is no man who is so 
poor that he can not buy some if 
lie is honest and who can not pay 
for it if he is industrious.

agree that speculation is the poorest 
way, as only few will succeed while 
many fail. 
All commend sobriety. 
Henry Faxon 
says that

costs him 15c, while they condemn 
the miller who charges them $5 for 
a barrel of flour which costs him 
84.75, and shout 
“ Down with 
monopoly.”

THE HaT n TeT 
CABIN. 


In the latter p a rt of the winter o 
T879 I was one of a p arty of eight 
prospecting for mica along the lower 
slopes of the great Balsam range in 
western North Carolina. 
Trapping was an absorbing pastime, 
m d more than one of our boys hat] 
developed into quire expert trappers, 
but none more so th a n myself. 
In 
teed, my sn cees* in thi* line had gain- 
id for me no little reputation. 
One clear, cold day, with one of the 
mountaineers as guide and assistant, I 
eft the camp for the purpose of set­ 
ting some traps in a different p a rt of 
the range from any yet visited. 
After a long and 
tedious tram p 
through dense jungles, and m any a rd ­ 
uous climbs up precipitous slopes and 
down ag ; in, we found ourselves in the 
middle of the Alterne on near tile top 
:>! one of the loftiest peaks and a good 
ten miles from camp, 
We had not intended to consume so 
much time over the traps, tint had be­ 
come so closely occupied as to fail to 
note how fast the day was going. 
I saw an anxious look overspread 
my com panion’s face. 
“ I’m afraid hit’s gwineter snow,” 
ie said, after a m om ent's troubled ex- 
^initiation of the clouds overhead. 
I he words were scarcely ou t when 
MVCra1 Hakes began to drift down- 
* ard. 
Our situation was truly an linen via­ 
ble one, on an exposed m ountain-top 
with an altitude of more th an 0,000 
cet .a h* avy sijo'n sto rm imminent, and 
the nearest hum an habitation a t least 
six mile.; away. 
We had gone about threeor four h u n ­ 
dred yards further, the storm increas­ 
ing every moment, when suddenly we 
same rqimre uikmi a small, sotue- 
what dii.Mpeiafeq log cabin in a kind of 
hollow cav- a t the very base of a tow ­ 
ering U-iig ?if rocks, and so swallowed 
up in t lie dense gloom of the balsamo 
th a t t>ut for our alm ost stumbling up 
again-! it it Wen! i have entirely es- 
Clipei! our notice. 
W itll a feeling of devout thankful­ 
ness I placed my hand upon the some­ 
what shaky door for the purpose of 
pushing it open to ( liter, when to m y 
intense astonishm ent, my companion 
drew iiack with a frightened cry. 
“ F o r God's -ake doan go in th ar!” 
he entreated in hoarse, thick tones 
“ H it’s a haunted place, ati* th a t's a 
curse adiangiu’ ov* i i; ever sent i* .Julie 
Higgins got that I md Ink with t ie r 
drink ez ter mur h r his wife a n ’ baby! 
J ut>e hissed tuk D r (her mounting 
a n ’ never was heard of no m o,’ an 
th esp rit o ’ thee* ‘om an a n ’t her baby's 
forever a banting' o ’ tie r place a n ’ 
a crvin’ out. 
I’ve heard fher voices 
m any a time rnyse’f a cornin down 
ther mounting.” 
In vain I tried to rem onstrate with 
him. 
Like all t tie m ountaineers, j 
found him 
possessed 
of no small 
am o u n t of superstition, 
“ Nothin’ good'll come o' hit, I tell 
ye' ’ he 
tried, 
alm ost frantically. 
“One o ’ t ’other o’ U8, mebbe both, ’ll 
hev ter 
go of we enter th a t cursid 
place." 
He finally allowed himself *o be ledin- 
to the cabin, although I could plain­ 
ly see his superstitious fears were by 
no means allayed. 
It was a double log cabin with it 
som ewhat larger front room and a 
much smaller back one divided by a 
thin 
partition. 
Overhead 
in tic 
front room there was a loft reached 
by' a ladder iii the back room. 
Of thU much I took note*by the dim 
light then pervading 
the place, 
I 
would have cont inned my investiga­ 
tions but for the intense darkn -s 
th a t had so suddenly settled down 
upon us, caused I well knew by the 
increase iii the storm . 
By m eans of 
tile leaves and dried twigs th a t 
had 
colli ( ted near one of the windows, 
and by’ tearing up the old ladder, 
which we found to be quite rotten, 
we soon had a fire kindled in the broad 
fireplace, for we had taken the pre­ 
caution to provide ourselves 
with 
matches. 
My mountaineer kept close beside 
me during ail th**se operation-. 
In 
deed, he did not once allow me to cet 
beyond the reach of his hand. 
I laughed to myself no little over 
his som ewhat ludicrous appearance 
and openly rallied him several time* 
in regard to his foolish fears and sup­ 
erstitions. 
But a m om ent 
later I 
turned alm ost faint with h orror as 
the fire, blazing up, -bowed me a pool 
of blood directly iieside me! 
It was ol considerable 
size and 
freshly spilled. 
A cold shiver passed 
over me, and I felt my heart -ink, if 
not literally down to my hoot-, then 
very near to them, in my imagination. 
As J was sitting directly between 
the horrible spot and my companion 
he did not see it, and with a feeling of 
devout thankfulness I managed, with­ 
out exciting his suspicions, to cover 
it up with a portion of the leaves we 
had piled near the hearth. 
As we were dispatching the remains 
of our dinner my companion, n o t 
w ithout 
considerable 
nervousness, 
however, and a white, scared face 
with lips th a t scarcely pronounced 
the words above a whisper, related to 
me in lull hoi rible story of the drink- 
maddened man who in a m om ent of 
frenzy had murdered his loving wife 
and innocent little baby. 
By this time the night had fairly 
settled down upon us, and tne d a rk ­ 
ness, save where the dim glow of the 
fire rested, was impenetrable. 
The 
thick slnvdows enveloped 
us 
even 
where we sat, for, the fuel being poor, 
we had continually to coax our fire 
to burn, and were often w ithout even 
a pretence of a blaze. 
Suddenly—just as my companion 
was describing to me the terrible head­ 
long rush with which the frenzied Hig­ 
gins had sprung upon his crouching 
wife—there came piercing through the 
thick wall of darkness behind us the 
startlingly distinct sound of a heavy 
body rushing through space, and the 
instant after the same sound rep eal­ 
ed, each in turn followed by a dull 
thud and then the noise of heavy, un­ 
certain footsteps. 
With a hoarse cry my companion 
sprang suddenly upward, 
but 
fell 
again to his knees. 
While clasping his 
arm s convulsively, yet tightly, a b o u t 
my body, he fixed his eyes upon me 
rn one long, appealing, 
despairing 
gaze. 
I had just placed my hand upon my 
shoulder to reassure him, and was 
opening my lips to speak when there 
came a terrific crash, followed by t o ­ 
tal darkness, while something cold 
and wet was dashed into our faces 
and fell all about us. The next m o­ 
ment a w om an’s terrible cry, mingled 
with a b ab y’s frightened scream, rang 
through the cabin. 
W ith another cry, alm ost as blood­ 
curdling, my mountaineer sprang up, 
and, ere I could divine his intention, 
dashed madly through the doo r and 
into the raging storm without. 
It was truly a m om ent of horror, 
and my first impulse was to follow 
my wildly fleeing companion. 
But 
the qext m om ent I realized the u tter 
madness of facing such a storm in im­ 
penetrable darkness on a precipitous 
m ountain side 


Feeling for my revolver I grasped it 
firmly in one hand and groped my 
way to the fireplace with the other. 
It was banked with snow! 
I next felt for a m atch in order to 
strike a light, and realized with hor­ 
ror th a t the last one in my possession 
had been used to s ta r t the fir®. The 
terrible cries and screams now momen­ 
tarily increased, intermingled 
with 
low m oans and mysterious footsteps. 
.Suddenly I became aware th a t some­ 
thing or some one was stealthily ap­ 
proaching the fireplace where I stood. 
Hie next m om ent two burning eyes, 
apparently fixed 
on 
me, 
glowed 
through the darkness. 
T h a t it was a 
Critical m om ent I felt in every vein 
and fiber. 
Quick as tbought I raised 
my revolver, took deliberate aim, and 
fired. 
There was a sharp report, a blinding 
Hash, a hum an cry of agony, a wom­ 
a n ’s blood-curdling shriek again, a few 
low, pitiful moans, then all was still 
for an instan t or so. 
The next mom ent there was the 
rush of footsteps, hoarse, maddened 
cries—once more the sound of a heavy 
body pas-ing through space.

'I’he morning light showed mo dead 
upon the floor a huge panther, while 
a careful investigation of the cabin 
an d its surroundings by the same 
light fully cleared up the m ystery of 
the terrible cries and other sounds 
we had heard. 
Three days later the body of the 
unfortunate m ountaineer was found 
some two hundred yards or more 
from the cabin where it had been 
completely buried in a snowdrift.

At IO; 15 p. m. the overflow 
air ceases and a strong suction sets in, 
winch lasts for the next twelve hours, 
this ebb and How continuing day a ’ter 
day, and it has been observed by 
horsemen th a t whenever they get in 
the neighborhood of this well strong 
magnetic forces are felt and sparks are ; 
given off if the horse’s mane is touched, i 
Recently a m an from Sierra Blanca 
was sit ting close to t he well, and on ta k ­ 
ing out hi* pocket-knife found a nail 
winch he had in his pocket clinging to i 
the knife. 
He held the knife in tile 
current of the air and found the mag­ 
net ic property was greatly inc eased, i 
Several weeks ago Supt. Judy held his 
po< ket knife in the current of air for 
four minute- and the knife is still 
strongly magnetized from the effect. I 
The outflowing current of air is be­ 
lieved to possess rem arkable curative 
properties.

Spruce Gum. 
A newspaper writer describes the 
m anner in which spruce gum is gat tier­ 
ed and prepared for the m arket. The 
fart t h at tons of gum are sold every 
yearns evidence of the fact th a t there 
is no decrease in the r a n k s of the vic­ 
tims of the gum habit. 
Most of the 
spruce gum comes from C anada and 
northern Maine, while Vermont and 
New Hampshire contribute a moder­ 
ate q u an tity to the to tal yield. 
Tile best gum comes from no partic­ 
ular section, but 
always from 
the 
biggest spruce trees, and it begins to 
run in Juiy or August, when, in these 
hig i latitudes, ttie sun becomes so bot 
;t- to crack the bark. 
On the limb-q 
in t tie crotches, and even on the trunk 
of th*- spruce, the molten gum forms 
'lur mg the heat of summer, in all sorts 
of fantastic -hapes, and when cold 
weather sets in it becomes hard. 
The lir>t year after its run the cum 
is white and pitchy, then it begins to 
turn am ber and red, and the second 
year it is lit to “pick” for the market, 
although it is better if allowed to re­ 
main on the trees until the third year. 
After the third season the gum re­ 
mains in the same state for .several 
years, and then begins to “turn old,” 
a- the pickers say, and the consumer 
complains th a t it “chews h ard,” and 
crumbles up. 
A little more age makes 
it dark-colored and bitter, and then 
it-, value is gon<\ 
• p in Canada much of the gum is 
picked iii the autum n, J>eginning as 
early as October, but tiiere, as in 
Maine, the best time for the work i? 
during the deep snows in winter, when 
snowshoes are used, or in the early 
spring, when a man can travel along 
at 
a lively rate on the heavy crust, 
above the underbrush. 
The pickers are provided with lor.t 
poles, on the end of which is fastened 
a sharp chisel, and underneath th a t a 
cup to re* cive the gum as it is chipped 
off. The cup holds from a pint to a 
quart, and when full it is emptied in­ 
to a long bag which the packer carries 
slung to his back like a knapsack. 
These gum-harvesters erect huts in 
the woods when far d istant irom a 
settlement or a logging cam]), and 
~tay from two day s to a week on a 
trip. 
When they have 
secured as 
much as they can “tote,” the come 
out, and then the women and children 
have the tedious job of scraping each 
and every lump free from bark and 
moss. 
The clean, bright article offered for 
sale in the shops looks very different 
from the brown nuggets in the picket’& 
bag, although occasionally a clear, 
shiny piece is found on the limb of a 
large tree. 


H is to ry of a Great War Lyric. 
“ My Maryland!” was written by Mr. 
Jam es H. Randall, a native of Balti 
more, and now residing in Augusta,Ga. 
Tile poet was a professor of English 
literature and the classics in Poy 
di as College, a t Pointe Coujiee, on tin 
Faiis^e Riviere, in Louisiana, about 
seven miles from the Mississippi; and 
there in April, in 1861, he read in the 
New Orleans Delta, the news of the a t­ 
tack on the M assachusetts troops a: 
they passed through Baltimore. 
“This account excited me greatly,” 
Mr. Randall wrires, in answer to my 
request for infoimation; “ I had lout 
been abient from my native city, and 
the startling event there inflamed my 
mind, T h a t night I could not sleep, 
for my nerves were all unstrung, and I 
could not dismiss what I had read in 
the paper from my mind. 
About mid­ 
night I arose, lit a candle and went 
to my desk. 
Some powerful spirit 
seemed to possess me, and alm ost in­ 
voluntarily I proceeded to write the 
song of ‘My M aryland.’ 
I remember 
th a t tile idea appeared to first take 
shape as music in the brain—some 
wild air th a t I cannot now recall. 
The whole poem was dashed off rapid­ 
ly w hen once begun. 
It was not com ­ 
posed in cold blood, but under what 
may be called a conflagration of th® 
senses, if not an aspiration of the in­ 
tellect. 
I was stirred to a desire for 
some vray linking my name with th at 
on my native State, if not ‘with my 
land’s language.’ 
But I never expect 
cd to do this with one single supreme 
effort, and no one was more surprised 
than I was a t the wide spread and In­ 
stantaneous popularity of the lyric I 
ii ad been so strangely stim ulated tc 
write.” 
Mr. Randall read the poem 
the next mor ning to the college boys, 
and a t their suggestion sent it into 
Hie Delta, in which it was first printed 
and from which it was copied into 
neaily every southern journal. 
“ I 
did not concern myself much about it,’ 
Mr. Randall adds, “but very soon 
from all p arts of the country then 
was borne to me, in my remote place 
of residence, evidence th a t I had mad® 
a great hit, and th a t whatever might 
be the fate of the Confederacy, the 
song would survive it.” —Century.

A new spaper writer describes the 
m anner in which spruce gum is g ath er­ 
ed an d prepared for the m arket. 
Tile 
fact t h a t to n s of gum are sold every 
yearns evidence of the fact t h a t th^re 
is no decrease in the ranks of the vic­ 
tim s of the gum h ab it. 
Most of the 
spruce gum comes from C an ad a and 
n o rth ern Maine, while V erm ont and 
New H am pshire co n trib u te a m oder­ 
ate q u a n tity to the to ta l yield. 
M’iie best gum comes from no part ic­ 
ular section, b u t 
alw ays from 
the 
biggt st spruce trees, and it begins to 
run in .Juiy or August, when, in these 
high latitudes, Hie sun becomes so hot 
as to crack the bark. 
On the limbs. 
iii t.he i rotchire, and even on the tru n k 
of tile spruce, the m olten gum forms 
during the h ea t of summ er, in all so rts 
of fantastic shapes, and when cold 
w eather sets in it becomes hard. 
The first year after its run the cum 
is white an d pitchy, then it begins to 
tu rn am ber an d red, and the second 
y ea r it is tit to “pick” for the m arket, 
although it is better if allowed to re­ 
m ain on the treesuntil the third year. 
After the th ird season the gum re­ 
main^ in the sam e sla te for several 
years, an d then begins to “ turn old,” 
a - the [lickers say, and the consumer 
com plains t h a t it “chews h a rd ,” and 
crumbles up. 
A little more age makes 
it dark-colored an d bitter, an d then 
its value is gone. 
Up in C an ad a much o f t h e g u m i s 
[licked in the au tu m n , beginning as 
early as October, but there, as in 
Maine, the best tim e for the work is 
during the deep snows in winter, when 
snow shoes are used, or in the early 
spring, when a m an can travel along 
a t a lively ra te on the heavy crust, 
above the underbrush. 
The pickers are provided with lorn 
poles, on the end of which is fastened 
a sh arp chisel, and underneath th a t a 
cup lo receive the gum as it is chipped 
off. 
The cup holds from a pint to a 
q u a rt, and when full it is em ptied in­ 
to a long bag which the packer carries 
slung to his back like a knapsack. 
These gum -harvesters erect huts in 
the woods when far d is ta n t from a 
settlem ent or a logging cam p, and 
sta y from tw o d ay s to a week on a 
trip. 
When they have 
secured as 
much as they can “to te ,” the come 
out, an d then the women and children 
have th e tedious job of scraping each 
and every lum p free from bark and 
moss. 
The clean, bright article offered for 
sale in the shops looks very different 
from the brown nuggets in the picker’® 
bag, ait hough occasionally a clear, 
shiny piece is found on the limb of a 
large tree. 


H i s t o r y o f a G r e a t W a r E y rie . 
“ My M aryland!” was w ritten by Mr. 
Ja m es H. Randall, a native of Balti 
more, and now residing in A ugusta,Ga. 
Tile poet was a professor of English 
literatu re and the classics in P oy 
d ras College, a t P o in te Coupee, on the 
Fatisse Riviere, in Louisiana, about 
seven miles from the Mississippi; and 
there in April, in 1861, he read in tht 
New Orleans Delta, the news o fth e a t ­ 
tack on the M assachusetts tro o p s as 
t hey passed through Baltimore. 
“This account excited me greatly,” 
Mr. R andall writes, in answer to my 
request for infoialation; “ I had lonf 
been absent from my n ativ e city, and 
the startlin g event there inflamed m y 
mind. 
T h a t night I could n o t sleep, 
for m y nerves were all unstrung, and I 
could n o t dismiss w h at I had read in 
the paper from my mind. 
A bout m id­ 
night I arose, lit a candle and went 
to my' desk. 
Some powerful spirit 
seemed to possess me, an d a lm o st in­ 
voluntarily I proceeded to write the 
song of ‘My M aryland.’ 
I remembei 
t h a t the idea appeared to first take 
shape as music in 
th e b ra in —some 
wild air th a t I can n o t now recall. 
The whole poem was dashed off rapid 
ly when once begun. 
It was n o t com ­ 
posed in cold blood, b u t under what 
m ay be called a conflagration of the 
senses, if not an asp iratio n of the in­ 
tellect. 
I was stirred to a desire for 
some way linking m y nam e with th a t 
on my native State, if n o t ‘with my 
lan d ’s language.’ 
B ut I never expect­ 
ed to do this with one single supreme 
effort, and no one was m ore surprised 
th a n I was a t the wide spread and in­ 
sta n ta n e o u s p o p u larity of the lyric J 
had been so strangely stim ulated tc 
write.” 
Mr. R andall read the poem 
the next m orning to the college boys, 
and a t their suggestion sent it into 
♦ he Delta, in which it was first printed 
an d from which it was copied into 
neaily every southern journal.

d id n o t concern myself much ab o u t it,' 
Mr. Randall adds, “ b u t very soon 
from all p a rts of the country th e n 
was borne to me, in my' rem ote pines 
of residence, evidence t h a t I had mad) 
a g r e a t hit, and th a t w hatever might 
be the fate of th e Confederacy, th) 
song would survive it.”

A sto n e building, for the coniine, 
nient of incorrigibies a t the 
state 
prison in C harlestown, will, it is ex­ 
pected, be com pleted w ithin a year. 
It will be the stro n g est building in this 
c o u n try , an d 
p ro b ab ly 
th e 
m ost 
powerful in th e world. 
T he founda 
tion is laid to a d epth of 18 feet and 
consists of granite blocks, cem ented to* 
gether, the average 
thickness being 
3 1-2 leet. On tops of this fo u n d atio n 
is laid th e floor, which is com posed ol 
flagging one foot in thickness. 
The 
building will be a b o u t 2 0 feet high, 
a n d will co n tain 32 cells in room s. 
T he walls will be granite. 18 inches in 
thickness. 
T here will be tw o tiers of 
cells, the walls of which will be of 
granite, one foot thick, an d th is will 
be the thickness of t he floor between 
th e upper an d lower tiers of cells. 
T h e ceil d o o r will be grated, of iron, 
an d e x tra heavy. T he to p s of the up- 
j>er tier of cells will be covered with 
boiler iron a b o u t o n e-q u arte r of an 
inch thick. 
T he tiers will be so co n ­ 
stru cted t h a t 
an 
officer can 
pass 
a ro u n d them . If by any chance a con­ 
vict should be able to get o u t of his 
cell he would h av e to force his way 
through a heavy iron d o o r o r 18 inch­ 
es of g ran ite to get into 
the y ard . 
T h e roof will beequally as im p re st - hie 
as an y p o rtio n of the structure* I t is 
expected 
t h a t the 
building can be 
erected within the a p p ro p ria tio n of 
$20,000. 
T his building will b o u sed 
for incorrigible prisoners. 
A class of 
men find their w ay to prison w hoseem 
to ta lly depraved. 
T hey delight a p ­ 
p are n tly in disol*eymg the 
rules an d 
regulations, and pose a s bullies. F o r ­ 
merly such c h a racte rs were subjected 
to th e lash, th e show er 
b a th and 
o th e r devices for severe punishm ent. 
When th e sto n e building is finished 
there will be tw o altern ativ e s for the 
convicts in th e M assach u setts s ta te 
prison. One will be a rew ard for good 
behavior, tim e 
off, a n d 
possibly a 
tran sfe r to th e refo rm a to ry a t Con­ 
cord; th e o th e r will be p u n ish m en t for 
disobedience by a w ithdraw al of priv­ 
ileges an d possibly 
incarceration in 
the building for incorrigioles. I t would 
seem from the fact t h a t there are to 
be b u t 32 cells 
in the new 
building 
t h a t it is expected there will be b u t 
few prisoners 
who will m ake th e m ­ 
selves so o b n o x io u s aa to h a v e to o c 
copy a p a r tm e n ts in th is stru c tu re .

A bout fifteen m iles from th e b eau ti­ 
ful C ity of T allah assee, the ca p ita l ol

Bashing Things. 
W e were at the dam yesterday looking 
over the improvements th a t are being 
made. 
Everything is rushing and the 
eighty men constantly employed are as 
busy as bees. 
The work has progressed 
to such a degree that it is not difficult to 
delect Hie progress w hich is made from 
day to day. Just above the dam a track 
has been laid out over the w ater and a 
dum p-cart is continually piling sand 
from the hill into the river; although 
not actually necessary this will be fol­ 
lowed up across the river and when 
completed will take the greater part of 
the strain off the dam proper. 
A large 
force of men arc at work loading flat 
boats with stone and floating them down 
to the works where they are used to fill 
in With and still another crew arc at 
Work rolling cord after cord of stone 
down the bank which is conveyed by a 
push-cart to its destination. Men are at 
work placing the tim bers th at form the 
apron and also laying the floor of the 
flume, which will be corked w ith oakum. 
The west abutm ent or crib rises some 
th irly-fito feet above the w ater and the 
hill back of it is being graded down to 
fill m w ith and a large force of shovelers 
are at work. 
W hen completed the dam 
will be as solid as a wall of rock. 
It Is 
claimed that when com pleted there will 
be power enough to drive the wheels of 
all the factories th at can find location in 
this vicinity. 
As soon as things are in 
running order the pump house of the 
water company will be removed to the 
dam and run by water pow'cr which is 
much cheaper, as statistics show th at in 
Philadelphia the cost of pum ping per 
m illion gallons by steam was $38.51 and 
the same am ount by w aterpow er cost 
but $1.35. 
Of course fuel in this region 
is cheaper than in the east imd the 
difference would not be as great but the 
saving will be a big item to the water 
com pany alone. 
The completion of this 
work will Im- som ething more than the 
average Brninerdite imagines. 


Arc Daily Papers Legal ? 
In regard to the new law which goes 
into effect on October 1st, concerning 
legal publications, a prom inent M inne­ 
apolis law yer rem arked Tuesday to a 
Star reporter: 
“ The word “ weekly’’ 
has given rise to a good deal of uncer­ 
ta in ly in the new law. 
As I understand 
it, the legislature never intended to pre­ 
clude publication in dally papers, arid 
the law does not say so. 
W hat Hie 
legislature m eant is that the paper to be 
a legal one must be published regularly 
every week for one year, and it may Le a 
daily, weekly, sem i-weekly or a tri­ 
weekly. 
So long as it is regularly pub­ 
lished on the same day or days of each 
week the law is satisfied, and the legal 
publication in such paper will be good.”
